If you neglect to do this, you are 
in danger o f a fine of $1,000 plus 
a penalty of 25 per cent of the a- 
mouut of your income tax, unless 
you can show something in the rea­ 
son for failing to get in the return 


on time. 
* If you will fully refuse to make a 
return the penalty is $10,00(1 fine, a 
year in prison and a 25 per cent 
boost in your tax. 
Every single person with a net in­ 
coine of $1,000 or more nml every 
married person with $2,000 or more 
must file a return if his personal ex- 


emptions 
relieve 
kiln from paying 
taxes. 


Taxpayers will not be entitled to 


the 25 percent rebate on 1023 taxes 
which has been talked ¿ihout in con­ 
gress. 


A provision iti such a 
rebate is 
carried in the tax bill passed by the 
house hut it cannot get through the 
senate 
in time. 
The separate res­ 
olution providing for this reduction 
lias struck a -nag and cannot puss 
by Saturday.

W atts as receivers for the reserve 
pending a final decision on the suit 
to break the lease.

called how he had ^een the beginning

communism in Milan in the tall of 
1929 and had witnessed the celebra­ 
tion at the same place last fall. 
Dr. La pent ¿i explained the Corfu 
incident, when Mussolini seized the 
island to compel the Greek govern­ 
ment to salute the Italian flag after 
five Italian officers, members 
of 
a 
league of nations boundary commis­ 
sion, had been brutally murdered in 
Greece by Greek officers in the 
em­ 
ploye of a Greek m ilitary clique. 
The Italian government repre>en- 
tative asserted that Mussolini held 
on that oeeasion that the League of 
nations had no right to settle affairs 
on honor between nations. 
“ He shaved down the league 
of 
nations to the place where it 
be­ 
longed,” declared Dr. Lapenta. “ Mus­ 
solini said 
that national honor 
is 
that aggregation of pride that comes 
down from the beginning of the mo­ 
tion through the 
achievements 
of 
the fathers and is not something that 
have no such traditions." 
Dr. Lapenta said that Ita ly 
was 
willing to be judged by an assemblage 
of its peers, but that she would not 
eensent to have delegates from tribes 
some of which have no nationality 
whatever, and which are represented 
n the league of nations 
as British 
subjects, to pass on,an 
affair 
of 
national honor. 
Dr. Lapenta outlined how commun­ 
ism tried to take advantage of the 
unsettled conditions after the war 
to seize control of government. He 
ex planed methods used by 
their 
eaders in causing strikes and hop­ 
ing to seize the mantle of authority 
when the government jvas disrupted. 
“ They hoped to put in effect their 
years 
of 
government 
experience 
learned from the rule of the now de­ 
ceased 
Len’ne,” said 
the Italian 
consul in a sarcastic vein, and when 
he mentioned the name ,of the late 
Russian premier, he did so with an 
expressive chuckle.

continued, fearing a bloody war, and 
finally Mussolini, a newspaper editor, 
led the Fascist! in o|>en revolt against 
the reds, never hesitating to use vio­ 
lence when necessary, but depending 
upon the sjioken cud printed word. 
Fascistism is based on old princi­ 
pals restated. Dr. Lapenta declared, 
and its first conception is that 
the 
state represents no section or group 
of individuals, but is opj*osed to the 
fakery of public ownership. It w ants 
to leave those things to 
individual 
initiative, he stated. 
Dr. Lapenta presented the paradox 
in the theory that the state is for 
vet opposed to ull individuals 
in 
that it protects their rights by seeing 
that they are not violated by individ­ 
uals. 
The second conception o f F ascist- 
ism, he continued, is that every in­ 
dividual, while free, owes something 
to the state, yet the state exists for 
the good of the individuals and 
the 
individuals not for the good of the 
state. 
This is co n trary to the socialistic 
view, he pointed out, which, having 
done away with God, has to sot 
up 
something in his place and create* 
the su|>er-state that controls t he 
individual.

town insists that lie is the true friend 
of the fanner and in the city poses 
as the friend of the consumer, may 
be shown up in rather unfavorable 
light. But the (naming tnc m ailorder 
house) will not lose any sleep if that 
hapfiens, he continues. The retailer 
i- no friend of theirs. 
But did it ever occur to the 
mail 
order house, 
whose 
defender 
is 
bluntly honest about tlie mail order 
house attitude towards the retailer, 
that if it were not for the retailer, 
there would likely not be any pros­ 
perous communities from which the 
mail order houses could take 
their 
poind of flesh ! 
People gather together in 
towns 
and small cilic- such as ours, build 
what we -all homes and dwell togeth­ 
er in peace and harmony. Kach man 
has his part in the community life. 
Some arc retailers, -oiin* arc profes­ 
sional men, souie till the soil 
and 
others work at trades. 
Certainly jieople would not estab­ 
lish home.-, build -trcct- rnd school 
houses and churehts and the 
other 
adjuncts o f community lift*, if there 
were not some retailers 
to 
supply 
their daily wants. 
They could not depend on mail or­ 
der houses in fa r distant cities that 
jiose as friend* of the peo|de, yet ex­ 
act a toll that yields innnen-e profits 
for their stockholders. 
Retailers are as necessary in com- 
m»)iity life as any other body 
of

er are they friends of the people to 
whom they sell their goods. 
The retailer is accountable to the 
people who trade with him. Ib* is at 
the same stand every day and i! iii- 
cu-tojner- feel that they have not had 
fair treatment as to pricer or quality.

EXPLAINS CORFU INCIDENT 


Says League of Nations is Not Ptee* 


to Settle Affairs of National 


Honor 


Explaining the doctrine of the 


Fascist! and its leader and chief ex- 
ponent, Premier Mussolini of Italy, : 
and showing thiit the Italian leader 
has the same ideals as true American 
citizens, Dr. V. Lapenta, Italian 
consul, of Indianapolis, delivered a 
fiery address before the Kiwanis 
club today noon. 


Dr. Lapenta came here at the in- 


vitation of John H. Kipiinger, who 
in introducing the Italian consul, re- 
called how he had seen the beginning 
of the new movement -to' combat 
communism in Milan in the fall of 
1920 and had witnessed the celebra- 
tion at the same) place last. fall. 


Dr. Lapenta explained the Corfu . 


incident, when. Mussolini seized, the 
island to compel the Greek govern- . 
ment to salute the Italian flag after 
five Italian officers, .members of a 
league of nations boundary commis- 
sion, had .been brutally murdered in 
Greece by Greek officers in the em- 
ploye of a Greek military clique. 


The Italian government represen- 


tative asserted that Mussolini held 
on that occasion that the League of 
nations had no right to settle affairs 
on -honor between nations. 


"He shaved down the league of 


nationsx to the' place where it be- 
longed,'' declared Dr. Lapenta. "Mns- 
solini said that national honor is 
that aggregation of <pride that comes:

ontihwd, fearing a bloidy wary'and 
finally Mussolini, a newspaper edito'r, 
led the Fascisti in open revolt against 
the reds, never hesitating: to use vio- 
lence when necessary, but depending 
upon the spoken nod printed word. 


Fascistism is based on.old princi- 


pals restated, Dr. Lapenta declared, be tried 
and its first conception is that the 
state represents no section or group 
of individuals, but is opposed to the 
fakery of public ownership. It wants 
to leave those things to 
individual 


initiative, he stated. 


Dr. Lapenta presented £he paradox 


in the' theory that the .state is for 
yet opposed to ail individuals' in 
that it protects their rights by. seeing 
that they are not violated by individ- 
uals. 


The second conception-of Fascist- 


ism, he continued, is that, every in- 
dividual, while free, owes something 
to the state, yet the state exists for 
the good of the individuals- and the 
individuals not for the good of the 
state. 
" This is contrary to the socialistic 
view, he pointed out, which,' having 
done away with God, has to set up 
something in his place and creates 
the super-state that controls t he 
individual. 


Dr. Lapenta declared Faseistism is 


the regenerative factor in Italy and 
aken public utilities, which were los- 
and is ruining other states. It has 
aeh public utilities, which were los- 
ng millons under government control, 
and placed them :'u charge of corpor- 
ations, which are making profits and 
>aying the government taxes. 


Governnuut expenses have 
been 


reduced, the s'pcaker said, but the 
greatest accomplishment of the Mtis- 
solim regime has been the number of 
treaties of friendship -and commerce 
with other governments. He told how 
the. premier had helped Austria, re- 
cover and solved the Fiume question 
thus remoy'ng a constant war nien- 
ace in the Balkans.

The retailer 
is no friend of theirs.

house attitude towards the retailer, 
that if it were hot for the retailer, 
there would,likely not be any pros- 
perous communities from .which the

pornd of flesh ? 


People gather tojictiher in 
towns 


and small cities such as ours, build 
what we t-all homes and dwell togeth- 
er in peace and harmony.

people who trade with him. He is at 
the same stand every day and ii' his 
customers i'eel that they have not had 
fair treatment as to price1 or quality,
